Those at the forefront of the county’s en- 
vironmentalist movement were honoured 
at the third annual Wild About Nature 
gala hosted by the Haliburton Highlands 
Land Trust on May 28.

“We’re blessed with a number of poli- 
ticians tonight,” Brezina quipped. “Did I 
say that right?” 

One of the those politicians was MP 
Barry Devolin, who gave a brief speech 
where he praised the land trust for its ef- 
forts to preserve Haliburton’s natural 
heritage.

The Ministry of Natural Resources is asking people to 
remain calm after a man was attacked by a black bear 
north of Orillia in May. 

The man, who according to media reports was alone 
in a heavily wooded area when the attack happened, sus- 
tained injuries to one of his arms and deep cuts to his 
legs. 

Jolanta Kowalski, senior media relations officer with 
the MNR, said cases of black bears attacking humans are 
incredibly rare. 

“There are sometimes accidental encounters between 
people and bears, but I can only think of a few attacks in 
the years I’ ve been here,” Kowalski said. 

She said the last fatal bear attack in Ontario was in 
2005. 

In the case of the Orillia man, “we believe the bear mis- 
took him for food,” Kowalski said. “He was bent over 
and wearing camouflage and beige hip waders and may 
have looked like a prey animal, such as a moose or a deer, 
to the bear.” 

Kowalski said there was another area man who report- 
ed that a bear had come after him while on his ATV. 

“In the second alleged incident, there was no physical 
contact between a bear and the individual on the ATV,” 
she said. “That man claims the bear charged at him from 
120 yards, or about the length of a football field. ve 
asked our bear expert about that and he says it’s unlikely 
a bear would do that because it wouldn’t consider the 
ATV and rider a threat from that far away.” 

Kowalski said there are simple ways of reducing one’s 
chances of having an encounter with a bear. 

“People should be aware of their surroundings, check 
for signs of bear activity such as claw marks on trees and 
make noise as they move around in bear habitat,” she 
said. “That will help avoid surprise encounters between 
people and bears.” 

Kowalski said a bear taken off guard is more likely to 
become aggressive.

If people find themselves in a situation where they are 
being attacked by a black bear, Kowalski said they should 
fight back. 

“They should fight back with whatever they have, in- 
cluding pepper spray or weapons,” she said. “Do not play 
dead. Do not run or try to climb a tree. Bears can do both 
things better than humans.” 

Kowalski said the ministry recommends people work- 
ing or relaxing in bear country carry pepper spray with 
them, just in case. 

There were numerous black bear sightings in the coun- 
ty last year, many in the Halls and Hawk lakes area in 
Algonquin Highlands, where hungry bears broke into

The installation of electric fencing at the Hawk Lake 
landfill has been generally blamed for this and the min- 
istry has said it could take seven years before the area’s 
bears reacquaint themselves with the forest. 

The ministry has a number of tips to help people avoid 
attracting black bears, including keeping food and gar- 
bage in sealed containers, making sure barbecue grills 
are thoroughly cleaned after use and not feeding pets 
outdoors.

Response to Algonquin Highlands an issue for county EMS

While the county’s EMS teams are able to respond 
quickly to emergencies in Minden Hills and Dysart et al 
townships, there are still improvements to be made when 
it comes to Algonquin Highlands and Highlands East. 

This was the message from county EMS director Pat 
Kennedy as he spoke to county councillors at a May 26 
meeting. 

“Algonquin Highlands is still the big issue,” Kennedy 
said. 


Getting crews to emergency sites in less than the 26 
minutes required by the province can sometimes be dif- 
ficult, he said. 

The county recently purchased the old Walker’s Auto 
Repair property on Highway 35 in Minden and the plan 
is to build a new EMS base at the location. 

Kennedy has said having a base on the highway instead 
of in Minden’s downtown should help to improve re- 
sponse times to the northern regions of the county. 

In Highlands East, Kennedy said response times aver- 
age about 20 minutes and he has approached Highlands 
East council about using the old Tory Hill fire hall as a 
standby location. 


“Tory Hill seems to be a prime standby location,” he 
said. 

Kennedy said that recently an ambulance was in 
Highlands East when it was called to a motorcycle crash 
near the entrance to Algonquin Park. 

Because it didn’t have to make the trip from the Minden 
or Haliburton EMS base, Kennedy said the ambulance 
was on the crash site in just 17 minutes. 

“That’s EMS working the way it’s supposed to work,” 
he said. 

Average response times for calls in Minden Hills and 
Dysart were 12 and 10 minutes respectively for 2009.

The robots were being deconstructed 
last week, their parts put away in boxes 
until it’s time for them to become parts of 
different robots next year.

Walker was recognized for being the impetus behind 
wetlands mapping in the county and for starting the 
Haliburton and Minden chapters of Ducks Unlimited, as 
well as his work with Haliburton Forest and the county’s 
schools. 

In the arts category, Mary Anne Barkhouse and Michael 
Belmore shared the award. 

Both accomplished artists whose works centre on envi- 
ronmental themes, Barkhouse has works in the National 
Gallery in Ottawa while Belmore is about to open a solo 
exhibit at the Smithsonian’s National Museum of the 
American Indian in New York City. 

Haliburton Highlands Water Trails won the award for 
business of the year. 

One of the jewels of Algonquin Highlands township, 
the network incorporates 70,000 acres, 70 lakes, 185 
campsites, 13 access points, 80 portages and 40 kilome- 
tres of hiking trails. 

Accepting the award on behalf of the township was 
Councillor Carol Moffatt. 

Moffatt credited the success of the water trails net- 
work to its coordinator Mark Coleman, whom Moffatt 
described as “a dedicated grant-writer.”

In land we trust 


Ge OF THE county’s environmental heroes were honoured on the 
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weekend at the Haliburton Highlands Land Trust’s third annual Wild 
About Nature gala. 

The work of these individuals and organizations is extremely important, not 
only for the natural environment, but the county’s population as well. 

It’s their activities and the programs they start that allow us all to become 
more educated when it comes to environmental issues and ultimately allow 
us to become more environmentally conscious and incorporate a goal of 

sustainability into our day-to-day lives. 

The land trust itself is also extremely important. 

It is one of just 35 such organizations in the 
province, dedicated to maintaining the natural 
heritage of their respective areas. 

It’s true that Haliburton County is a good 
distance from the constantly expanding, concrete 
blob known as the GTA. 

However, development is taking place here, 
slowly but surely, and it is changing the county. 

Just a hundred years ago, human settlement in 
the county consisted of little more a few clapboard 
villages and some hunting cabins sprinkled 
throughout the wilderness. A century later, many of the county’s larger lakes 
are completely surrounded by cottages. They are “at capacity” according to the 
environment ministry. 

And development will only continue. 

As urban baby boomers continue to retire and flock here, more cottages will go 
up around more lakes, until they too are “at capacity.” 

Many of the ma-and-pa resorts that have existed on shores for decades will be 
replaced with condo buildings in order to hold a growing retiree population. 

Don’t get me wrong. I’m not against development. More people in the area 
will mean more prosperity and that is not such a bad thing, for a county that is 
the poorest per capita in the province. 

However, an ever-increasing human presence in Haliburton makes the work 
of the land trust even more valuable. 

So far, the trust has acquired the 22-acre Norah’s Island and the 500-acre Dahl 
forest near Gelert. 

Hopefully these acquisitions will continue so that more of the county’s pristine 
wilderness can be preserved. 

After all, it’s about the trees. It’s about the rocks. It’s about the lakes. 

That’s why any of us is here.

The secret life of caterpillars 


N SAPSUCKER RIDGE, this is a 
O season for basking, for everything 

from damsel flies to turtles to The 
Brown Dog Jiggs to soak up the rays to get 
their motors running. 

A small log floating just upstream from a 
beaver dam is aligned so perfectly with the 
morning sun that it is speckled with painted 
turtles, 15 and more at a time. 

The dam, the water and the little log are 
in perfect equilibrium and then one night a 
rainfall floats the log out of alignment and 
the turtles find a new place in the sun. 

Eastern tent caterpillars take no such 
chances with the vagaries of nature. For all 
of their brief lives, home will be the caterpil- 
lar condominium they spin right after they 
are born. 

Born is an inexact term. They spend nine 
months or so in their eggs as fully-formed 
caterpillars before they hatch and then eight 
weeks takes them from microscopic hatch- 
ling to egg-laying moth. 

Now, The Brown Dog and J are no fans of 
the forest tent caterpillar, which is another 
species and another story entirely. The for- 
est tent caterpillar can make a walk in the 
woods an ordeal and, at the high end of its 
cycle, kill sugar maples. 

But the harm done by the eastern branch 


of the family is mostly aesthetic. The life 
plan of the little caterpillars fascinating and 
observable for an amateur naturalist. 


pupa stage before the leaves become too 
aged to digest. 
As it grows, it sheds its skin half a dozen 


To begin with, the broad side 
of the eastern’s tent always faces 
to the southeast, in direct align- 
ment with the morning sun. If 
you are a tent caterpillar, every- 
thing is about sunshine and heat. 

It takes heat to get it going in 
the morning and at least 15 de- 
grees to start its digestive juices | 
flowing. Some of the heat it gets | 
get from the sun and some from |g 
curling up with its 
nest mates. 

Temperatures inside 
that ball of as many 
as 300 caterpillars can 
be as much as 30 de- 
grees higher than the temperature outside the 
nest. Even the digestive process adds a little 
heat. A caterpillar spins silk that follows it 
wherever it goes, but it is a chemical trail 
that shows it the way back home. If it heads 
home well-fed, a subtle difference in that 
trail leads its nestmates to its food source. 

That food is new leaves. The new caterpil- 
lar emerges just as tree buds begin to open 
and has seven or eight weeks to reach the

times and the colony’s nest 
grows with it. Each time it 
feeds, it lays new silk that cre- 
ates new layers of housing and 
new compartments. 

When the day heats up, it 
moves to an outer compartment 
to cool off. If it’s too warm 
indoors, it dangles from the 
outside of the nest to lower its 
temperature. 

Its best defence 
lies in what it eats. It 
secretes cyanide from 
cherry leaves and 
spits it up when it is 
disturbed. The writh- 
ing you see in a colony if you disturb it also 
discourages predators. 

Easterns are the tent caterpillars you no- 
tice. Forest tent caterpillars are less obvious 
until they reach their final stage, when they 
can lay bare hundreds of thousands of acres 
of sugar maples. 

Despite its name, the forest tent caterpillar 
builds mats, not tents, and builds new mats 
as it moves through the forest canopy. 


In its last caterpillar stage, it consumes 
80 per cent of its diet and leaves tree tops 
naked. If we don’t notice that, surely the 
fecal pellets showering down on us can’t be 
ignored. 

Most of the trees recover. Heavy infesta- 
tions may endure for a year or two and then 
the population crashes, victim of starvation, 
disease and predators. 

My favourite predator is the friendly fly, 
the housefly-like insect that hovers around 
you but never bites. It lays eggs that bore 
into tent caterpillar cocoons and feeds on the 
almost-moth, killing it. 

When the tent caterpillar population ex- 
plodes, the friendly fly numbers boom in the 
next summer. 

This is so convenient that conspiracy 
theorists spread rumours that some human 
agency has intervened and call the friendlies 
“government flies.” 

The Brown Dog and I know better. Left 
alone, nature heals itself.

Committee looks to bring 
new cultural showcase to 
Haliburton County

The stage is being set for a new event 
celebrating art and culture in Haliburton 
County. 

A handful of people from the county’s 
arts and tourism community met for a 
phone conference with Aubrey Reeves, 
coordinator for Ontario’s Culture Days, at 
Minden’s OPP detachment on May 26. 

This is the first year for the program, 
which encourages communities to run 
volunteer-based festivals featuring local 
artists and performers and providing op- 
portunities for people to see the behind- 
the-scenes aspects of the creation of art. 

The idea is that events throughout the 
province will take place from Sept. 24 to 
26. 

In the case of Haliburton County, Reeves 
told attendees of last week’s meeting that 
it might be a good idea to have some kind 
of hub location, since the county’s popu- 
lation is so spread out. 

“We could even have hubs in all the 
major centres,” said Kim McBrien of the 
Haliburton Arts Council, who organized 
the meeting. 

Attendees, whoincluded Agnes Jamieson 
Gallery curator Laurie Carmount, agreed 
that in the case of Minden, the cultural 
centre would be the logical place to set up 
this hub of cultural activity. 

Reeves said since it was the first year 
for the initiative it was difficult to tell how 
many people might participate, but said 


that she hoped to have at least 500 events 
take place throughout the province over 
three days. 

In Quebec, she said a similar program 
has been running for 13 years and that 
there are some 3,000 events involved. 

She said in the past, similar events in the 
Waterloo and Kitchener area have drawn 
up to 30,000 people. 

Unlike studio tours, Reeves stressed 
that Culture Days is not meant to be based 
around sales. 

“The idea really is to open your doors 
and let the public see how you go about 
the creative process,” she said. 

However, she said the event could of- 
fer the perfect opportunity for non-profit 
and charity organizations to do some 
fundraising. 

Amy Brohm of the county’s tourism and 
economic development department said 
the county was planning a hiking festival 
for the same weekend. Brohm said there 
are a few hikes that are going to be arts- 
related and wanted to know if they could 
be included as part of Culture Days. 

Reeves said this was fine. 

Meeting attendees seemed to agree that 
it would possible for Haliburton County 
to host 100 events or more during the 
weekend, and counted nearly a dozen 
events that would be put on just by those 
in attendance. 

The arts council is encouraging interest- 
ed artists to register for Culture Days.

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Haliburton COUNTY news 
Haliburton to support Muskoka during G8

The following are brief reports of items 
discussed at the meeting of Haliburton 
Highlands Health Services board May 
31. 


Hospitals in the county may be getting 
a few extra visitors during the G8 Summit 
in an effort to provide extra support to 
health services in Muskoka. 

Paul Rosebush, CEO of the Haliburton 
Highlands Health Services, informed the 
board of directors that the county would 
be providing extra support for any emer- 
gency room overflow Muskoka receives 
during the summit. 

“We may get some diverted ER pa- 
tients,” said Rosebush. “Some of the pro- 
testers may also be sent here. We will be 


setting up a hazmat tent in Minden to pre- 
pare for this.” 

Rosebush told the board he believed the 
support would benefit the county for a 
number of reasons. 

“It’s nice for us to participate and this 
gives us an opportunity to network with 
Muskoka,” said Rosebush. “The G20 
support will give us a chance to practice 
some emergency response procedures as 
well.” 

President of medical staff Dr. Norm 
Bottum inquired whether the hospital 
would be receiving funding assistance 
from the government for providing the 
additional support. 

“Tt will be treated the same as the HIN1 
clinic,”’ said Rosebush. “We will be asked 
to keep track of our numbers, submit a 
bill and keep our fingers crossed that we 
get all of the funds.” 


NEWSTHISWEEK 
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“Speaking of HIN1, did we get all of 
the money we asked for?” asked Bottum. 
“Yes,” replied Rosebush. 


Haliburton hospital 
deals with another 
Norwalk outbreak 


There was another Norwalk virus out- 
break at the hospital from April 26 to May 
5, according to Rosebush. 

“At the peak of the outbreak 30 resi- 
dent and 25 staff were affected,” said 
Rosebush. “There were no hospital infec- 
tions to report during that time period.” 

Earlier in the meeting Rosebush con- 
firmed that the HHHS had recently re- 
ceived a cheque from the government 
covering all of the costs associated with 
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the first HIN1 outbreak in the fall. 


Ultrasound services 
on their way 


The HHHS is slowly but surely moving 
closer to providing ultrasound services, 
according to Rosebush. 

“T have received verbal approval from 
York Ultrasound for the services but of 
course we can’t get going until we re- 
ceive written approval,” said Rosebush. 
“[’m disappointed we haven’t been able 
to implement this yet but we just have to 
wait for that final approval.” 

Bottum asked how long it would take to 
implemnt the service. 

“Could be as quick as 48 hours after the 
approval is received,” Rosebush said. 


Share the Road wins 
municipal award

Haliburton’s Share the Road initiative 
has become more than just a cycling pro- 
gram thanks to an award the county re- 
cently received. 

The Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities recognized Haliburton 
County for its contribution to trans- 
portation sustainability at the first-ever 
Municipal Awards of Excellence, held 
May 29. 

The awards spotlighted municipal 
achievements in a range of areas, with 22 
municipalities and individuals honoured 
in categories such as innovation in sus- 
tainable practices to involvement in inter- 
national municipal cooperation. 

Haliburton was presented with a sustain- 
able community award for building capac- 
ity for active transportation in Haliburton 
County. 

Sue Shikaze, health promoter for the 
Haliburton Kawartha Pine Ridge District 
Health Unit, and the person behind the 
STR program, nominated Haliburton for 
the award. 


“[T have been involved with the 
Federation of Canadian Municipalities 
in the past,” said Shikaze, “including a 
presentation I did for them at their sus- 
tainable communities conference in 
February in Ottawa. Through correspon- 
dence with them I became aware of the 
award. It was in the back of my mind to 
apply for it if the right opportunity came 
along and I thought this Share the Road 
program might be the perfect thing to put 
forward.” 

Shikaze filled out a lengthy applica- 
tion for the award last fall. Criteria for the 
transportation category included, “proj- 
ects or programs that focus on reducing 
dependence on single-occupant vehicles 
by encouraging modal integration and 
accessibility within the transportation 
network.” 

“My impression from the awards from 
FCM’s perspective is that it’s a great way 
to showcase different innovative things 
that communities are doing across Canada 
and also a way for other communities to 
then be able to learn from what’s happen- 
ing,” said Shikaze. “People might be in- 
terested in doing something similar.”

Key results of the program include: the 
implementation of 100 Share the Road 
signs to be used and reused throughout the 
county each spring and summer, a 1,100 
kilogram reduction in CO2 emissions dur- 
ing the commuter challenge, and a ripple 
effect that has resulted in $18,000 injected 
into the local economy. 

The awards were presented by FCM 
during the organization’s annual confer- 
ence and municipal expo, held in Toronto 
during May 29-31. 

Jim Wilson, CAO of Haliburton County 
was on hand to accept the award on behalf 
of the county. 

“In the transportation category we were 


one of 40 applications,” said Wilson. 
“These are from across Canada and in our 
case there were two winners, ourselves 
and then one from the city of Montreal. 

“It was quite good to get the recogni- 
tion. Basically this is the type of program 
that’s more common in an urban setting 
and we’re bringing it into a rural area.” 
Wilson believes both the recognition and 
award are beneficial to the county. 

“T’m really quite pleased,” said Wilson. 
“Tt was a team effort by a lot of different 
organizations who are working together 
for the municipality and showing what we 
can do with some imagination.” 
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Minden Hills starts new landfill programs 
in an effort to divert waste

Minden Hills township is starting two new programs at 
its Scotch Line landfill. 

Councillors decided at a May 27 meeting that the town- 
ship would join the Ontario Tire Stewardship (OTS) pro- 
gram and that the landfill would host an e-waste day in 
July. 

While it has traditionally cost residents money to leave 
tires at the landfill site, under the OTS program, there is 
no cost for landfill users. Rather, the township receives 
funding from OTS, a not-for-profit organization that sees 
the tires are recycled, by submitting claims for the tires 
that are picked up. 

Councillor Peter Oyler wanted to know if a drastically 
increased number of tires at the landfill site would mean 
a need for additional security. 

Township environment and properties manager, Peter 
Brown, told Oyler that haulage companies are usually 
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good about prompt pickup. 

“Companies pick up once a week,” Brown said. “They 
will come very, very quickly.” 

In another move to divert waste, councillors approved 
the creation of e-waste program, and scheduled a first 
drop-off day for July 24, from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

E-waste refers to old electronic devices, which can 
contain damaging chemicals and which are recycled by 
special electronic-recycling companies. 

Brown said an e-waste day could cost up to $3,300, 
depending on how much electronic waste is collected. 

Algonquin Highlands has both a tire stewardship and 
e-waste program and both have proved extremely suc- 
cessful in that township. 

Councillors also considered moving the Sunday clos- 
ing time at Scotch Line landfill from 9 p.m. to 7 p.m. 
because of safety concerns involving bears. 

A report from Brown said that for the past two years, 
contracted security staff at the landfill have been wor- 
ried about landfill users who drop off garbage at dusk and

Hwy. 35 & Water St, Minden 
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then wait around to see the bears come out, with some 
attempting to get close to the animals. 

Brown called this “an extreme danger and significant 
liability to the municipality,” in his report. 

“Some have even got out of their vehicles and tried 
to get photographs close up,” Brown wrote. “And as 
the summer progresses it gets darker earlier which be- 
comes increasingly difficult to remove the public from 
the landfill.” 

Councillor Lisa Schell wanted to know if there were 
not alternative ways to deal with the problem, such as “no 
loitering” signage or increased security presence. 

Brown told her the township already has quite a bit of 
signage at the site and that security staff tried their best to 
keep people moving along. 

Council deferred a decision on the issue until council- 
lors can review statistics detailing how many people use 
the landfill between 7 and 9 p.m.

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Council accepts Old Mill Marina’s site plan

Algonquin Highlands council accepted 
a site plan for a proposed boat storage fa- 
cility the owner of Kawagama Lake’s Old 
Mill Marina wants to build on a lot near 
his marina at its last meeting. 

Rob Walliser was asked to come back 
to council with a site plan after a pub- 
lic meeting May 6 that saw a number of 
residents and cottagers express concerns 
about the proposed projects. 

One of those landowners, Fion 
Napoleone, made a brief delegation to 
councillors at their May 20 meeting re- 
minding councillors those concerns in- 
cluded mainly increased traffic flow on 
a narrow, windy and poorly maintained 
road, that the storage facility is not an ex- 


tension of the marina but a free-standing 
use since it would be located on a separate 
property and that residents don’t believe 
the use would conform to the township’s 
official plan. 

Napoleone said the area’s residents 
didn’t feel their concerns had been prop- 
erly acknowledged at the public meeting. 

Walliser’s site plan showed his proposed 
facility — a 930-square-metre, 11-metre 
tall boat storage building — occupying ap- 
proximately two per cent of the 11.5-acre 
property owned by a business partner of 
Walliser. 

The site plan also shows eight per cent 
of the property used for outdoor storage 
and overall, including the entranceway, 
planner Greg Corbett said approximately 
13 per cent of the deciduously wooded 
property would have to be cleared for the

Reeve Eleanor Harrison and Councillor 
Diane Griffin disagreed, saying they felt 
it unfair to ask Walliser to pay for an ad- 
ditional report and didn’t want to see the 
municipality have to pay for it, either. 

In the end, Moffatt and Deputy-reeve 
Tom Gardner voted for a full report, but 
were defeated. 

Council’s next decision regarding the 
project will be what kind of site control 
provisions the township will impose un- 
der recreational commercial zoning on the 
lot. 

The zoning allows for 50 per cent lot 
coverage, but council has the option of 
restricting coverage to exactly what is 
shown in the site plan, or anywhere in 
between.

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visibly shaken and covered in blood. The accident oc- 
curred just a short distance from his residence, where he 
and several other students from Haliburton Highlands 
Secondary School had gathered. 

“We had beers” while enjoying the sunshine in above 
average temperatures and clear blue skies, the 18-year- 
old said. 

Neighbours and drivers from passing vehicles stopped 
traffic and attended to the bewildered teen. 

Staring with disbelief at the motionless heap of metal, 
nestled upside-down in the flattened brush, neighbour 
Jerry McKelvey said, “Like any road, you gotta know 
the speed.” 

The driver and a second passenger remained trapped 
in the vehicle, waiting for a team of Minden Hills fire- 
fighters and Haliburton County Emergency Medical 
Services to arrive at the scene. 

After being pulled from the wreck, the injured were 
each immobilized and secured on sleds, then fastened 
with thick rope to a 4x4 emergency vehicle and towed to 
the top of the sharp embankment. 

They were then transferred to stretchers at wait- 
ing ambulances and rushed to Minden hospital. 
Suffering from serious injuries, the younger teen pas- 
senger was later taken by air ambulance to St. Michael’s 
hospital in Toronto. 

The driver of the vehicle and his cousin, who walked 
away earlier with minor cuts and bruises, were treated 
locally and released. 

Haliburton Highlands OPP officers closed Bobcaygeon 
Road temporarily, while investigating the cause of the 
crash.
